Board of Regents lacks the teamwork and leadership it needs, 

Allensaiditwashisdissausfactionin theregents’ leadership 
that prompted him to writcaletterto the board, crilicizing their 
actons, 

“T was critical of our regent leadership in the last four years 
thatPvebcenarcgent, inthatithascauscdustofail,” Allensaid 
in a telephone interview. 

Allen said that failure stemmed from when former Univer- 
sity of Nebraska President Ronald Roskens was asked to step 
down by the Board of Regents in 1989, 

“We had a tremendous failure with Roskens,” he said. 

Allen said although Roskens offered to work oncofthetwo 
years femaining on his contract to help with the transition

period, his offer was tumed down by a regent. Allen said 
because of this, the university lost several hundred thousand 
dollars in setilement pay. 

“Itwasabig, bigmistakctohandlcitthe way wedid,” Allen 


said. “We tumed down a friendly offer, but we ended up ina 


very unfriendly situation thathas been hurting tho regents ever 
since,” 

Allensaldhe was disappointed with themannerin which the 
scarch process was handled. In 1990, a search committee 
narrowed downalistofpotential candidates tofour. Thelistdid 
notinclude Interim-President Martin A. Massengale, Whenthe 
board interviewed Massengale for the position, the four candle 
dates withdrew from contention, - 

“The universityspenta greatdcalof imeandmoney getting 
all the top candidates,” Allen said, 

Allen wrote the letter inhopes the Board of Regents doesn’t 
conduct the coming presidential search in the same manneras 
the last, 

“The pointofcoming out with the critical letter thatIdid was 
to try and keep us from repeating the same mistakes,” Allen 
said, 


“We'roallclected torepresentadifferent district, Bveryone 
of us should have a part in these important decisions, 

“The indication that they had changed their ways was the 
meccting last Nov. 15 at Regent (Charles) Wilson’s home at 
which time they told Martin his contact would not be re- 
newed.” 

Fiveregents metlastNovember with Massen gate to discuss 
his future as president, Allen said, Soon after that meeting, 
Massengafe announced his plans not to ask for a contract 
extension, 

Regent Rosemary Skrupa agreed with Allen that the meet- 
ing at Wilson’s home was nota good idea. 

“I don’ tbelicvo in secret meetings,” she said, “I belicve that 
while the majorityrules, IUhink that the minority ought tohave 
achance for some input.” 

Regent Nancy loch wroteamemo signed by all the regents 
to Allen in reply to his letter, Skrupa said, 

“Ithink it was a strong suggestion to Robert thatit wouldbe 
better (o handle things internally,” Skrupa sald, “rather than to 
go public with everything and do your laundry in public. 

“Think his facts were inorder,” shesaid. “Idon’tagrce with 
making a public issue of it, because it would have been better 
tojust thrash it out between us and goon.” 


“This is the big event in our confer- 


Skrupa sald she understands Allen’s position on the Board 
of Regents and his concern for the university system. 

“have high regard for Robert and a great deal of respect,” 
she sald, “because he really carcs about the university system. 
T think it’s just water under the bridge now.” - 


Allen saidhe hopes the board can work outils problems and 


gceton with finding anew president and dealing with university 
budget cuts, 

“Hopefully we can thrash it out now, get this out of our 
system and gctit settled so this summer we can get on with the 
(presidential) search and get an outstanding person,” Allen 
said, 

“If we screw this up this time, it would be acrying shame.” 
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Massengale offers to 
ease transistion

The Legislature's proposed 13.8 million 
dollar cut for the NU system was the subject 
of a press conference held by UNO Student 
President/Regent Jennifer Newhouse Tues- 
day. 

Both Newhouse and UNMC Student Sen- 
ate President Pam Kohimeier gave a cali to 
action to NU students and faculty in an ate 
tempt to have the proposed cuts re-evatuated., 

“These cuts areareal and visible danger,” 
Newhouse satd “Education is the building 
block of the advancement af Nebraska as a 
whole.” 

Newhouse said ramifications of the cuts 
could be deferred maintenance, less funding 
for research, less instructional equipment, 
and loss of quality faculty. 

“Education quality would be decreased 
with the toss of funding,” she said, “It would 
not be feasible or probable to have an across 
the board cut for UNO students or any stu- 
Gent in the university system.” 

Newhouse called for a five-part “UNO 
plan of attack” that would include rallying 
the four universitics in the NU system. 

“They will come together in this to ty to 
hinder these cuts,” Newhouse said. 

Part two of the effort would include a 
letter-writing campaign to the Legislature 
sponsored by the Council for Community 
and Legislative Relations. She said a beoth 
would be set up in the Student Center where 
Students may post their opinions on the pro- 
posed cuts. 


‘The third part of the plan consists of visit- 
ing the State Capito] on March 9, the day the 
Legislature will conduct hearings with uni- 
versity officials, 

Newhouse said she is hopeful that all four 
campuses would participate in the lobbying 
effort. 

“We will rally,” Newhouse said, “We will 
pack the appropriations commiltce’s room 
and show them that, yes, students do have 
input,dohaveconcems, and wewillbebeard.” 

Past four of the plan includes distributing 
flicts that would request student action. 

‘The fast part of the plan would be to seck 
belp from outside the university system in the 
lobbying effort. 

This aid would come from alumni, rela- 
tives of students, and various members of the 
community, Newhouse said. 

Following Newhouse, Kohimeierattacked 
the proposed cuts by the appropridtions com- 
mittee, 

“I feel it is a shame that our state govern- 
mentis acting more and more like a group of 
businessmen as opposed to @ group whose 
primary concern is the bettermentand enrich- 
gsient of our state,” Kohimeier sald. 

Kohimeier said that even though the uni- 
versity systemreccives moromoney then any

other state agency, the Legislature necds to 
tealize the ramifications of such cuts, 

“Lach program and curriculum in the state 
of Nebraska was created due to a perceived 
need,” Kohimetier said, “therefore just don’t 
assume that the University of Nebraska has 
the cushion to adjust.”

Skipping class may lose some popularity on campus with 
a new resolution passed by the Faculty Senate. 

The resoludon recommends that departments affected by 
large numbers of closed classes consider a policy that would 
disenroll students whodon’t show up forthe firstclass period, 

‘There’s concern that a lot of people are closed out of 
classes essentially ina misleading fashion, because there arc 
people who apparently sign up for classes and don’t intend to 
attend of never show up,” said Carl Camp, president of 
Faculty Senate. “So students who can’t get in are unfairly 
treated in that regard.” 

Camp said the resolution is almed at addressing problems 
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with many closed classes, He said the Faculty Senate hopes it 
will create room for people who are on waiting lists for 
classes, 

“We're hoping that it will make a difference if a large 
number of classes that have been experiencing closed classes 
choose to adopt this policy and include it in their class 
schedules,” be said. 

Camp saidheisn’tsurcifmany departments will adoptthe 
policy. 

“Iscallydon’thaveafcel for itatthistime,’ hesald. “There 
are a number of them that do presently.” 

The chemistry, history and mathematics departments cur- 
renUy have policies whichdisenroll students whodon’t show 
upforclass during the first weck ofclass.

required to adopt the policy, Camp said, 

“It’s up to the departments,” he said, 

“There have been a few departments that have announced 
suchapolicy anditis within the prerogative of the faculticsin 
cach of the departments toestablish workable policies, man. 
agement policics like this one,” Camp said, 

“Since ithas been working for departments like chemistry 
and math and history, members of the Senate felt it night be 
something that other departments were not familiar with and 
they might like to try.” 

The policy has been used in the past by various depart- 
ments, Camp said. The Faculty Senate passed the resolution 
“to indicate that there was no university objection to the 
departments doing such a thing.”

The 
firstsingle, “Shuffle lt AU,” basbecn on the charts since it was 
released and has been compared to Keith Richard's solo 
work, Stradlin and the band, however, don’t mind the com- 
parison. According to Rick Richards, the band wou!d rather 
be in that category. 

The Ju Ju Hounds made a Vatentine’s Day stop in Omaha 
on their premiere world tour. Stradlin simply proclaimed, 
“Let’s play some songs,” and got things started with a fast- 
paced rocker called “Bucket O° Trouble.” That was quickly 
followed by another track called “Cuttin’ the Rug.” 

Stradlin did Little more than announce song titles all night 
and let his guitar speak for him. Trading blues riffs with 
Richards and making faces, the band rollicked their way 

through the set. Meanwhile, Richards was aptly proving his 
versatility with bluesy seggac rhythms. 

“Time Gone By” was the slowest and only acoustic song 
in the set. The rest were faster-paced songs like “Train 
Tracks” and the souped-up reggae cover of “Pressure Drop.” 
Even “Shuffle It Al” got se-arranged with a Little seggae 
flavor in the middle, giving the single a new flavor. 

For the encore, Richards got out his guitar slide and 
worked his way into a solo version of “Little Red Roaster.” 
Therestofthebandambliedonstageand toreintoa fast-paced 
cover of Muddy Water's “tlighway 49." After some shouts 
from the crowd, Richards belted his way through the Georgia 
Satellites hit, “Battleship Chains” and Stradlin finished with 
anew song called “Goodnight Tonight.” —_- 

Richards said he sees a future for Stradlin and dhe Ju Ju 
Hounds. 

“We'll either tour, or go back in the studio. We have 
definite plans fora second album,” he said, “The second one 
will be more collaborative.”
